The application relates to permanent-magnetically excited electrical machines 
[motors?], so that the person skilled in the art would have to be an engineer 
knowledgeable in the field of designing electrical machines. 

The person skilled in the art deduces the features of the preamble to claim 1 from 
the cited reference 1 . 

The electrical machine disclosed in cited reference 1 is modified in that a filling 
space for a liquid which conducts the magnetic flux is provided, by means of which a 
change is achieved in the magnetic flux capacity of the rotor and/or stator. 

This technical solution is new. 

However, the present claim 1 is not allowable because of unclear formulations. 
The same is true for the dependent claims. 

The Examination Office proposes using the enclosed and most likely allowable 
claims for a further prosecution of the application, If applicant agrees, clean copies of 
the proposed claims must be submitted, wherein the claims characterized as "unclear" in 
the appendix must be clarified. 

Missing reference numbers must be provided in the claims. 

The specification must be revised to take into account the unclear formulations. 

The ascertained prior art must be acknowledged. 

Starting with the cited reference 1, which forms the preamble, the problem 
definition must also be stated.

1 . Permanently magnetically excited electrical motor with a stator and a rotor having 
an air gap in-between, wherein both are provided either with winding coils or 
permanent magnets and wherein stator and/or rotor parts are provided for guiding 
the magnetic flux, characterized in that at least one space is provided in the region 
of the stator and/or rotor part for guiding the magnetic flux which leads to a 
change in the magnetic-flux guidance, wherein this space is filled with more or 
less liquid which can conduct the magnetic flux. 

2. The electrical machine according to claim 1, characterized in that the space has 
discrete filling levels "full" and "empty" for the magnetic liquid. 

3. The electrical machine according to claim 1, characterized in that any optional 
filling level can exist in the space between the discrete filling levels "full" and 
"empty." 

4. The electrical machine according to claims 1-3, characterized in that the stator or 
rotor provided with winding coils have interruptions (12) in the stator or rotor 
parts which form the space filled with liquid for guiding the magnetic flux.
